On Nov. 2, 2005, the Cincinnati Reds 
announced that the controlling interest in 
the club would be acquired by a group of 
Cincinnatians led by Robert H. Castellini, 
Chairman of Castellini Company. 


Other members of the group acquiring 
the controlling interest include Thomas 
L. Williams and W. Joseph Williams, Jr., 
President and Chairman, respectively, 
of Cincinnati based North American 
Properties. 


The sale of the club was completed on 
Jan. 19, 2006, and Mr. Castellini assumed 
control of the Club as its Chief Executive 
Officer. 


Mr. Castellini has been involved in Major 
League Baseball for close to 40 years. His 
involvement included a minor interest in 
the Cincinnati Reds as part of the Williams 
family ownership until that interest was 
sold in 1984. He became a partner in the 
Texas Rangers in 1989 and the Baltimore 
Orioles in 1993. From 1995 until 2006 Mr. 
Castellini was an investor in the St. Louis 
Cardinals. His interest in the Cardinals was 
sold as a condition of his acquisition of the 
Cincinnati Reds. 


Mr. Castellini has been the Chairman 
of Castellini Group of Companies since 
1992, following tenures as Executive Vice 
President from 1967-1970 and President 
from 1970-1992. The Castellini Company 
businesses include perishable distribution, 
food processing, public warehousing, 
transportation logistics and leasing. 


In 1963, he graduated from Georgetown 


University with a degree in economics and 
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CHIEF EXECUTIVE OFFICER 


after two years as an officer in the U.S. 
Army he received his MBA from Wharton 
Graduate School in 1967. 


Mr. Castellini is very active in the Cincinnati 
community. He served as a member of the 
Board of Trustees for Xavier University as 
well as Chairman of Xavier’s Development 
Committee, member and Past President 
of the Cincinnati Business Committee, 
a member of the Commercial and 
Commonwealth Clubs of Cincinnati as well 
as past president of both clubs, member 
of the Chief Executives Organization and 
Past President of the Young Presidents’ 
Organization, Cincinnati Chapter. He 
donates his time as a board member of 
the Cincinnati Center City Development 
Committee (3CDC), chairman of the Joint 
Banks Steering Committee, President of the 
Cincinnati Equity Fund and New Markets 
Tax Credit, and a member of the Cincinnati 
Arts and Technology Center Steering 


Committee. 


He has also been a member of the boards 
of directors for PNC Bank, Ohio and 
United States Playing Card Company, 
Comair Airlines, Babson College Board 
of Trustees, Denison University Board of 
Trustees and President of the Queen City 
Club. Mr. Castellini has been Chairman of 
the Boards of Trustees for both Tri Health, 
Inc. and the Good Samaritan Hospital, a 
Board of Trustees member for the National 
Underground Railroad Freedom Center and 
the Cincinnati Art Museum, and Chairman 
of the Board of the Cincinnati Zoo.

Whether you are a diehard fan or just a 
casual observer, each season of Reds baseball 
brings a certain level of excitement. But this 
season is just a little more special. 


The country went through a pandemic 
together in 2020 and continues to fight 
through it and persevere in 2021. But in 
the last year-plus, everything we knew to be 
normal was completely taken away or greatly 
adjusted. This includes events, traditions, 
holidays and even simply being able to see 
friends and family; things far more important 
than a sport. 


But baseball too was a near casualty, though 
fortunately an abbreviated season was 
salvaged. With that season came the Reds 
return to the postseason for the first time 


since 2013, generating the special kind of joy

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and enthusiasm to Reds Country that only a 
playoff run can bring. Winning baseball was 
back in Cincinnati and the city was more 
than ready for it. 


Unfortunately, it came without fans at the 
ballpark and just wasn’t the same as it should 
have been. 


Now in 2021, fans are back. In February, 
the Reds officially announced the return of 
fans to Great American Ball Park, starting 
at a 30% capacity. Every step of the fan 
experience was reimagined to ensure fan 
safety. To begin the season, this included 
mandatory masks unless eating or drinking 
in your seat, socially distanced pod-style 
seating, digital tickets to allow for contactless 
entry, cashless and contactless payment, and 
a new bag policy, among other measures.

While a lot of conversations, research and 
resources were needed to make it happen, 
nothing was going to stop Reds President 
and Chief Operating Officer Phil Castellini 
and the Reds organization from taking the 
necessary steps to reopen the doors of Great 
American Ball Park to Reds Country. The 
fans remain the lifeblood of the franchise 
and Cincinnati baseball just isn’t the same 
without them. 


said Phil Castellini, 
Reds President and Chief Operating Officer 
on the Lance McAlister show following the 
announcement. “Albeit at a limited capacity, 
it’s a step one to getting back to life as usual.” 
Even with some new protocols to adjust and 
adhere to, what matters is the return of fans 
and those familiar comforts that come with 
another baseball season: the sights, sounds 
and smells of the ballpark; the consistent 
murmur of the crowd that you may never 
have realized was there until suddenly it 
wasn’t; those unbelievable moments on the 
field that make you act like a kid again 
and want to high-five everyone around you. 
Everything to love about Reds baseball is on 
its way back. 


So what happened while everyone was gone? 
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WELCOME BACK 


The Reds played a 60-game season and, 
propelled by a 16-9 September, finished 
31-29 and earned one of the two National 
League Wild Card spots. 


Trevor Bauer took home the first Cy Young 
Award in franchise history. Tucker Barnhart 
earned his second Rawlings Gold Glove 
Award. In his first year as a Red, Nick 
Castellanos had at least one hit in his first 
eight games wearing a Reds uniform and 
finished second on the team in home runs 
and RBIs. Jesse Winker had a breakout year 
highlighted by a torrid month of August 
during which the outfielder hit .389 with 
10 home runs, 16 RBls, and a .459 on-base 
percentage. Eugenio Suarez heated up as 
the season went on and paced the Reds with 
15 homers and 38 RBIs. In his first at-bat in 
the majors, Tyler Stephenson hit a home run 
against the Cubs. The team won four games 
in walk-off fashion, sending fans in front of 
their TVs, radios and mobile devices into 
a frenzy. 


Coming off all this and so much more, there 
is a lot to like about the 2021 Reds. Most of 
the key players from last year’s playoff team 
are back and ready to build off last season’s 
success with a deeper October run. 
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“We lost a couple guys, but for the most part, 
it’s the same group,” Reds manager David 
Bell said to reds.com during Spring Training. 

“And it’s the same group that, through 
great challenges over the last couple years— 
especially last year, which all teams had 

—really overcame a lot. There were several 
times during last season where things could 
have gone the other way, and guys stayed 
with it. It was important to our players and to 
our team to keep going and continue to build 
a winning environment. It finally showed up 
the last few weeks of the season.” 


Even with the winning season, the team is 
far from satisfied. If anything, the taste of 
the postseason only elevated their appetite 
to win. There are also a lot of individuals 
who feel the shortened season drastically 
affected their play and know that a full 162- 
game slate will allow them to become the 
player they know they are. 


Take Castellanos for example. While he 
was one of the offensive leaders in several 
categories, he was disappointed in his overall 
performance and knows he has a lot more to 
show on the field. 


“I'm sure if we had 162 games, man, my 
numbers would have been right where they 
normally are,” Castellanos told reds.com. 
“We also only played 60 games. Last year, | 
will say, the difference of all the regimens 
and protocols and not having any fans and 
not being able to get to the park when | 
wanted to or leave when | wanted to or go 
out and be in charge of my own day, that was 
an adjustment that | was figuring out how to 
deal with last year.” 


Castellanos’ thoughts were surely shared 
by some of his teammates. With so fewer 
games, if you find yourself in a slump for a 
few games, the pressure to get back on track 
was amplified knowing that it had to be done 
in a hurry. Baseball players are creatures of 
habit and such a change and disruption to 
what they are used to doing can and did have 
a significant effect on a number of players. 


For Eugenio Suarez, however, the biggest 
hindrance for his 2020 season wasn’t directly 
related to baseball. It was a challenge familiar 
to many during the pandemic year. 


“For me, it was harder because my family 
wasn’t with me,” Suarez said to reds.com. 
“T wanted my family back, | wanted that 
support, and | wanted the fan support. When 
you watch it back, my last year wasn’t good. 
| don’t feel happy about last year. Talking 
about myself, not the team. We made 
the playoffs and everything. But especially 
on myself, I’m better than that. I’m not a

Q: What exactly does an MLB Medical Director do? 


A: Ateam’s Medical Director is a lot like a coach or manager, in that it’s 
my job to make sure that we put together an all-star team of medical 
professionals from all walks of medicine. We have an outstanding 
team of expert and passionate medical personnel who do a great job 
reducing and preventing injuries, as well as diagnosing and treating 
any conditions or injuries that arise. Our athletic trainers, team 
physicians, therapists, and other medical staff are doing as much as 
we can to keep players off of the DL. If a player does have an injury we 


are the first on the scene to diagnose and start the road to recovery. 


It’s really a 24/7/365 job, but | love every minute of it. 


Q: Tell us about the role of the Medical Director when it 
comes to trading and drafting players. 


A: Athletes get injured all the time and the owners, coaches, and 
medical staff need to know about medical history on every single 
player. It’s important that when an injury occurs, proper treatment 
and thorough recovery are done. When the team is considering a draft 
or trade, it’s my responsibility to make sure that any past injuries were 
properly treated at a recognized orthopedic institute by a notable 
physician. We scrutinize every player’s medical history to make sure 
that if they join the team, there are no surprises. 


Q: How did you manage to become Medical Director for 
the Cincinnati Reds back in 1996? 


A: Baseball was my first love. | played through high school and then at 
Wittenberg so when | stopped playing, | wanted to keep contributing 
to the game. Watching my dad care for athletes gave me the idea of 
caring for the Reds, that’s probably where it started. In ‘96 | was the 
Medical Director for the Cincinnati Cyclones hockey team, and the 
Reds were looking for someone to keep guys on the field and help 
prevent injuries. | said | could help. | told them | would go to every 
game, every spring training—and | have upheld that commitment. I’ve 
probably missed five home games in over 25 years. 


Q: Taking care of an entire Major League Baseball team 
seems like more than a one-man job. Do you collaborate 
with other physicians? 


A: This is my 25th year taking care of the Reds. Every year it gets more 
involved. Certainly, the physicians we have at Beacon Orthopaedics, in 
all the subspecialties, are key to providing comprehensive orthopedic 
care for our team and other players, such as foot and ankle, hand, and 


spine. Many of these physicians come out to spring training with me. 


Two of my young associates, Dr. Andrew Razzano (who trained as a 
fellow with me) and Dr. Drew Burleson (a fellowship-trained sports 
medicine doctor) are frequently at my side. | am showing them the 
ropes on how to care for a professional baseball organization. It is also 
very important to have some of our community physicians, such as 
Dr. Cleves at TriHealth, do the primary care, and other specialists as 
needed, so we can do comprehensive care, not only for the team, but 
for their families and the front office of the Cincinnati Reds. | look at us 
as one big family, being able to take care of every medical need that 
arises. | just happen to be the one who directs it. 


Q: Your clinic space at Beacon Summit Woods is covered 
wall-to-wall with autographed jerseys, photos and more 
from many pros thanking you for your care. Is it common 
to treat players from other teams? 


A: We built Beacon Orthopaedics to be a destination for athletes 
from all over the country. Having cared for the Cincinnati Reds for the 
last 25 years, we have gotten a reputation for taking care of high level 
athletes, including baseball players. Many of the photos | have that are 
signed to me by players from other teams who have come in, by word 


of mouth, by their teammates or sometimes by their agents. Often 
times they are previous patients who have moved on to another team. 
One of the greatest joys | get is seeing some of our older players come 
back, players that have needed something and are appreciative of 
the care, the Pete Roses, the Johnny Benches, the Joe Morgans, and 
some players who have played with some of the finest teams ever 
assembled in Major League Baseball. For this | am very proud. 


Q@: How has your experience caring for professional 
athletes influenced your services at Beacon Orthopaedics 
and Sports Medicine? 


A: | think sports medicine is an art. It is the art of medicine. It is 
understanding the urgency of a diagnosis and treatment plan of 
an athlete, really of almost any age. Just because the Major League 
athletes get care on the spot doesn’t mean you shouldn’t try to attain 
the same type of care for a high school athlete.

Fred Hutchinson was a popular and successful manager 
of the Cincinnati Reds. Hutch’s466 managerial victories 
and .543 winning percentage rank him among the 
best managers ever to wear a Cincinnati uniform. 
The Reds exceeded the 90-win mark in three of his six 
seasons at the helm, and in 1961 they took the National 
League pennant. 


But the joy of a first-place finish was matched only 
three years later by the sadness of Hutch’s illness and 
early death. The courage, class and determination that 
Fred exemplified all his life were all the more evident 
during his battle with cancer. Hutch stepped down as 
Reds manager in 1964, and he died that November. 


Today, Hutchinson’s legacy lives on in the world- 
renowned Cancer Research Center that bears 
his name, and in The Hutch Award. It is given 
annually to a Major League ballplayer who “best 
exemplifies the character and fighting spirit of the 
late Fred Hutchinson...who overcomes any form of 
adversity.” Past winners include Ray Knight, Ron 
Oester, Eric Davis, Bobby Tolan, Johnny Bench and 


Sean Casey.

George “Sparky” Anderson was inducted into the Reds 
Hall of Fame on June 3, 2000. In July of that summer, 
he was inducted into the National Baseball Hall of 
Fame in Cooperstown. 


Anderson was named National League Manager of 
the Year in 1972 and American League Manager of the 
Year in 1984 and ‘87. He went 2,194-1,834 (.545) in 26 
Major League seasons with the Reds and Tigers. From 
1970-78 he led the legendary Big Red Machine to an 
863-586 record (.596), five NL West Division titles, 
four pennants and two World Series championships. 
His ‘75 and ‘76 teams combined to go 210-114 (.629) 
and became the first NL franchise in 54 years to win 
consecutive world championships. He is the Reds’ 
all-time leader in victories (863) and winning 
percentage (.596). 


When he won the 1984 World Series with the Tigers, 
Anderson became the first of only two managers to 
win a World Series in both leagues (Tony LaRussa, 1989 
A’s & 2006 Cardinals). Anderson’s 2,194 career victories 
during his 26 Major League seasons is the fourth- 
highest total in history behind Connie Mack (3,731), 
John McGraw (2,763) and Tony LaRussa (2,297). He is 
one of only five managers to participate in 4,000 games 
(4,030), including Mack (7,755), McGraw (4,769), Bucky 
Harris (4,408) and LaRussa (4,286).

Cincinnati’s uniform No. 5 belongs to perhaps the 
greatest catcher to ever play in the Major Leagues. 
The standard by which all other catchers are measured, 
Johnny Bench ended his storied 17-year career in 1983 
after earning two MVP Awards, 10 Gold Gloves and 14 
trips to the All-Star Game. He was inducted into the 
National Baseball Hall of Fame in 1989. 


Bench began his career with a bang, earning Rookie 
of the Year honors in 1968. Able to control a game on 
both sides of the plate, he ended his career with a .267 
average and 389 homers (327 as a catcher, which at the 
time stood as a record for NL backstops). He twice led 
the league in home runs (in 1970 with 45 and in 1972 
with 40) and three times led the NL in RBIs (1970 with 
148, 1972 with 125, and 1974 with 129). 


On the Reds’ all-time batting list, Bench ranks first 
in homers and RBls (1,376), second in extra-base hits 
(794) and total bases (3,644), fourth in runs scored 
(1,091) and doubles (381) and fifth in hits (2,048).

Barry Larkin was a 12-time National League All-Star, 
five times was voted to the All-Star Game’s starting 
lineup, nine times was named to The Sporting News’ 
NL All-Star Team and three times was named to The 
Associated Press’ Major League All-Star Team. In 1995 
he was the National League’s Most Valuable Player and 
four times was the Reds’ regular-season Most Valuable 
Player, including their 1990 World Series championship 
season. He won nine Louisville Silver Slugger Awards 
and three Rawlings Gold Glove Awards. 


The Reds’ captain from 1997 through his final season in 
2004, Larkin finished his 19-year career with a batting 
average of .295 in 2,180 games and nine times hit at 
least .300. He is the only shortstop in Major League 
history with at least 2,300 hits, 190 home runs and 370 
stolen bases. In 1996 he became the first shortstop 
in Major League history to produce 30 homers and 30 
steals in the same season. In 2008 he was inducted 
into the Reds Hall of Fame, and in 2012 Larkin became 
the third player and fifth Greater Cincinnati native 
inducted to the National Baseball Hall of Fame in 
Cooperstown but the first voted in by the Baseball 
Writers’ Association of America.

Joe Morgan, a 10-time All-Star and five-time Gold 
Glove second baseman, was elected to the Reds Hall of 
Fame in 1987 and the National Baseball Hall of Fame 
in 1990. A two-time MVP Award winner, Morgan spent 
eight seasons with the Reds from 1972-79 during the 
glory days of the Big Red Machine. 


He was named the NL’s Most Valuable Player in 1975, 
when he guided the Reds to a World Series victory 
over the Boston Red Sox. Morgan batted .327 with 67 
stolen bases that season. He turned the trick again in 
1976 when he received National League MVP honors 
as the Reds roared to their second straight World 
Series Championship with a four-game sweep of the 
New York Yankees. Morgan batted .320 in 1976, with 
60 stolen bases. 


Morgan is the Reds’ all-time stolen-base leader (406), 
and his 266 home runs as a second baseman rank 
third in baseball history behind Jeff Kent and Ryne 
Sandberg. He finished his 22-year professional career 
with 268 homers, 1,133 RBls and 689 stolen bases for 
the Astros, Reds, Giants, Phillies and Athletics.

As the starting shortstop on the Big Red Machine, 
David Concepcion was the defensive anchor of a club 
that from 1970-78 went 863-586 (.596) and won five 
National League West Division titles, four pennants 
and two World Series championships.

Reds combined to go 210-114 (.629) and became the 
NU’ first franchise in 54 years to win consecutive World 
Series titles. 


With 8,723 at bats in 2,488 games Concepcion ranks 
second in club history in both categories behind Pete 
Rose. Since 1900, he ranks among the franchise’s all- 
time leaders in hits (2,326; 3rd), doubles (389; 3rd), 
stolen bases (321; 3rd), run scored (993; 5th), total 
bases (3,114; 5th) and RBIs (950; 6th). He was a nine- 
time National League All-Star, fourth-most in club 
history (Bench 14, Rose 13, Larkin 12), and his five 
Rawlings Gold Glove Awards are second only to Bench’s 
10 Gold Gloves. He was the Most Valuable Player of the 
1982 All-Star Game, three times was a The Sporting 
News All-Star and twice won Louisville Slugger Silver 
Slugger Awards (1981, 1982). He was voted the Reds’ 
MVP in 1981. Concepcion was named team captain 
in 1983.

In a weekend celebration in June 2016, Pete Rose 
was inducted into the Reds Hall of Fame while his 14 
became the 11th uniform number to be retired by the 
club. The Cincinnati native played for the Reds from 
1963-1978 and again from 1984-86 and still ranks as 
the franchise’s all-time leader in games (2,722), plate 
appearances (12,344), runs (1,/41), hits (3,358), 
singles (2,490), doubles (601), total bases (4,645) 
and walks (1,210). His 4,256 career hits are the most 
in Major League history. Rose was a 17-time National 
League All-Star, including 13 times while playing for 
Cincinnati. He was the 1963 Rookie of the Year, 1973 
Most Valuable Player, a three-time batting champion 
and two-time Rawlings Gold Glove Award winner. 
In 1975 and 1976, Rose captained the Big Red 
Machine to World Series championships over the 
Yankees and Red Sox and in ‘76 was named the Fall 
Classic’s MVP. His 44-game hitting streak in 1978 is 


still tied for the second-longest single season streak in 


Major League history.

Frank Robinson, a 12-time All-Star, was elected to the 
Reds Hall of Fame in 1978 and the National Baseball 
Hall of Fame in 1982. 


Robinson began his professional career in Cincinnati 
and spent 10 Major League seasons in a Reds uniform. 
While playing for the Reds from 1956 to 1965, 
Robinson belted 30 or more homers in seven of his 10 
seasons, including a rookie record of 38 while winning 
the National League’s Rookie of the Year Award 
in 1956. In 1961 Robinson was named the National 
League’s Most Valuable Player after hitting .323 with 
37 homers and 124 RBIs while helping guide the Reds 
to their first World Series appearance in 21 years. 


Robinson—who played for the Reds, Orioles, Dodgers, 
Angels and Indians—ranks among baseball’s all-time 
leaders with 586 home runs (6th), 5,373 total bases 
(1th), 1,829 runs (13th), 1,812 RBls (17th), 2,808 
games (19th), 10,006 at-bats (23rd), 2,943 hits (29th) 
and 528 doubles (29th).

Ted Kluszewski, a four-time All-Star, was elected to the 
Reds Hall of Fame in 1962. Following an 11-year career 
with the Reds, he was noted as the greatest left-handed 
slugger and one of the best fielding first basemen in 
club history. 


From 1947 to 1957, Big Klu hit 251 homers for the 
Reds, including 49 in 1954 to lead the National League. 
His 141 RBls that season also led the league, and both 
tallies are club records for left-handers. Kluszewski 
also led the National League for five straight seasons in 


fielding from 1951-55. 


He finished his 15-year big league career with a .298 
batting average, 279 homers and 1,028 RBls while 
playing for the Reds, Pirates, White Sox and Angels.

The heart and soul of Cincinnati’s Big Red Machine 
World Series championship teams of 1975 and 1976, 
Tony Perez was inducted into the Reds Hall of Fame 
in August 1998 and into the National Baseball Hall of 
Fame in July 2000. He was the third member of the 
Big Red Machine elected to the Cooperstown Hall, 
joining catcher Johnny Bench (1989) and second 
baseman Joe Morgan (1990). A seven-time All-Star 
and MVP of the 1967 All-Star Game, Perez appeared 
in five World Series and six League Championship 
Series. His 1,652 RBls are the second-most among 
players from Latin America, and he ranks among 
baseball’s all-time leaders in RBls, games, at-bats, 
doubles, hits and home runs. He ranks among the 
Reds all-time leaders in RBls (1192, 2nd), home runs 
(287, 3rd), total bases (3246, 4th), games (1948, 
Sth), at-bats (6846, 5th), hits (1934, Sth), extra- 
base hits (682, Sth) and doubles (339, 6th). He 
played 23 seasons from 1964-86 for the Reds, Expos, 
Red Sox and Phillies. During the 10-year span from 
1967-76 he led all Major Leaguers with 1,028 RBIs.

While Marty Brennaman’s nearly half- 
century behind the microphone certainly 
speaks to his impeccable talent at his chosen 
craft, it also speaks to a constancy that is 
truly rare in sports. In an industry defined by 
change, Marty was an exception. Managers 
and coaches are hired with the widely 
acknowledged certainty that someday they 
will be fired. Players arrive and depart in a 
never-ending cycle that moves at a dizzying 
pace. Ownership groups come and go as do 
ballparks and stadiums. Uniforms change. 
Teams move to different cities. But for nearly 
50 years, Marty Brennaman was a constant. 
One thing every Reds fan could count on, 
year in and year out, was the voice of Marty 
Brennaman describing Reds baseball on 
the radio. 


This is not to say that the Marty of 2019 
was the same Marty that enjoyed such an 
auspicious regular season debut, calling 
Hank Aaron’s 714th home run in one of the 
most exciting and historic Reds Opening 
Day games ever played. That Marty was 
decidedly a homer. A “cheerleader” who 
referred to “we” when describing a Reds win 
or loss. These traits are generally associated 
with Marty’s long-time broadcast partner 
and dear friend, Joe Nuxhall, the Reds 
Hall of Fame pitcher who shared the 
booth with Marty for 31 seasons. But, at 
the start, Marty was a cheerleader too and 
in those early seasons he had a great deal to 
cheer about. 


By the time Marty arrived, the Reds of the 
1970s had established themselves as one of 
the best teams in baseball. While some of the 
dominant teams of the early ‘70s fell short of 
the ultimate prize, the Reds’ fortune changed 
in 1975 when the Reds won 108 games and 
were the victors in one of the most famous 
World Series ever-played, a drama-filled, 
seven-game struggle with the Boston Red 
Sox. When the team defended its title with 
an even more dominant performance in the 
postseason in 1976, the Machine cemented 
its status as one of the best teams ever 
fielded. And Marty Brennaman was its radio 
voice, describing the exploits of baseball’s 
greatest team to millions of listeners 
throughout the vast Reds radio network. 


By the time the Big Red Machine had 
wrapped up its second straight championship, 
Marty’s signature “And this one belongs to 
the Reds!” declaration (the precise origins of 
which have been lost to history) at the end of 
Reds victories had become well established 
in the lexicon of every Reds fan. 


As the stalwarts of the great Reds teams 
of the decade moved on, Marty’s approach 
began to change as well. He still reveled in 
the drama of an outstanding play or game- 
winning hit or history-making achievement, 
but any suggestion of participation was 
eliminated. “We” and “us” were replaced by 
“they” and “them.” 
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It was through this evolution that Marty 
evolved from being a great broadcaster to 
being a legend in the field. He was unique. 
No one was like him. He could be tough and 
brutally frank but he could always be trusted 
to be honest. And Reds fans knew it. His 
word carried enormous weight. The contrast 
between this transformed Marty and Joe, 
who maintained his “go-team” spirit, resulted 
in an almost perfect balance that was pure 
radio magic. 


And that is the ultimate testament to Marty’s 
legacy. He was behind the microphone for a 
staggering amount of Reds history. And it 
is through his voice that so many of those 
moments will forever be remembered. Try 
thinking of Pete Rose’s record-breaking 
4,192nd hit, Tom Browning’s perfect game, 
the Reds clinching the pennant and World 
Series in 1990, Jay Bruce’s division-clinching 
home run in 2010, or any of a host of other 
moments in Reds history without hearing 
Marty’s voice when you do so. The moments 
certainly could and would have happened 
without him, but his calls elevate and 
preserve them in a way that is transformative. 


Marty Brennaman forged a career that Is 
unprecedented in the rich broadcasting 
history of the franchise. From Red Barber 
to Waite Hoyt to Joe Nuxhall, each of these 
remarkable broadcasters left an indelible 
imprint, but no broadcaster in Reds history 


combined popularity, tenure and influence 


quite the way Marty did. 
It has been said that Marty provided the 


soundtrack of summer in Cincinnati. Indeed 
he did. It is a soundtrack that will live on 
as long as the moments he described are 
celebrated, cherished and remembered. It is 


the soundtrack of history.

Post-camp reunion game at Great American Ball Park

With the 2021 season already bringing a 
growing and needed return to some sense 
of normalcy, another welcomed familiarity 
has returned to Cincinnati baseball: Reds 
and National Baseball Hall of Famer 
Barry Larkin. 


Larkin, who spent the entirety of his 19-year 
Major League Baseball career with his 
hometown team, is taking on a pair of new 
roles. He is both a television analyst for Reds 
home broadcasts on Bally Sports Ohio and 
the new Senior Advisor to President and 


Chief Operating Officer Phil Castellini. 


The Cincinnati native slides into the TV 
broadcast booth to work alongside Reds 
first-year play-by-play announcer John 
Sadak for all 81 home games. He is expected 
to be joined during select broadcasts by 
fellow analyst Chris Welsh and other guests 
throughout the season. 


“lm excited about the opportunity,” Larkin 
said. “I’ve done this on a national level, and 
| learned a lot. I’m really looking forward 
to the consistency and the conversations, 
and that’s what | plan on bringing to the 
broadcast booth. | know people at home 
want to know what’s happening on the field 
and more importantly why it’s happening, 
and | look forward to being able to educate 
and inform.” 


In addition, Larkin, who has spent the 
last five years in the organization as 
Special Assistant to the General Manager 
where he focused on player development, 
will assume duties to help support the 
team’s business and community operations. 
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In his new front office position, Larkin will 
participate in the execution of the team’s 
annual diversity, equity and inclusion 
efforts, support existing and help secure 
new corporate partner relationships, and 
represent the team at sponsored events. His 
responsibilities will also include working with 
the Reds Community Fund at the P&G MLB 
Cincinnati Reds Youth Academy. 


On the field, Larkin’s legacy has long been 
solidified. The Hall of Famer racked up 
the awards and accolades in his nearly two 
decades with Cincinnati. The last player to be 
named captain while wearing a Reds uniform, 
he was a 12-time All-Star, nine-time Silver 
Slugger, three-time Gold Glover, National 
League MVP and World Series champion. 
He was the first shortstop in MLB history 
to join the 30-30 club when he hit 33 home 
runs and stole 36 bases. This season marks 
the 25th anniversary of this achievement 
which the Reds will commemorate with a 
special bobblehead. Because of all this and 
so much more, Larkin’s No. 11 hangs at Great 
American Ball Park alongside nine other 
Reds greats and Jackie Robinson. 


With what he did on the diamond forever 
etched in Reds and baseball history, Larkin 
now has a chance to build upon his on-field 
accomplishments with an equal or even 
greater impact off the field. Being a positive 
influence in the community has always been 
of importance to Larkin—he won the Roberto 
Clemente Award in 1993, an honor bestowed 
to a player who displays commitment to 
the community and shows an understanding 
in the value of helping others. Now, with 
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his new role, Larkin has taken a significant 
step to build upon an already stellar legacy 
by becoming a visible and active figure in 
Greater Cincinnati. 


While taking a role that will 
ingratiate himself further into 
the community, Larkin will 
maintain an open dialogue 
with General Manager Nick 
Krall, Vice President of 
Player Development Shawn 
Pender, and staff at the Reds 
Dominican Academy for player 
development-focused matters. 
But with his new duties in the 
booth and in business operations 
requiring much of his time, that 
will likely fall on a project-to- 
project basis. 


Regardless of which hat Larkin 
will be wearing on a given day 
within the organization, what 
matters is that he is back in 
Cincinnati. Following a year in — 
which Reds Country lost one 


of its most revered members in aah oe 


Hall of Famer Joe Morgan, the 

increased presence of another 
Cincinnati legend couldn’t come 

at a better time. Especially considering 
Larkin had a strong relationship with Morgan 
over the years. 


Those two made up half of the “Franchise 
Four” that was acknowledged at the MLB

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Larkin even recognized Morgan as a reason 
why he is taking this next step of his career. 


“There have been a lot of guys who have gone 
before me, and Joe Morgan is a guy that | 
kind of imitated his path,” Larkin said. “He 
talked to me about the broadcast booth so 
I’ve been interested in it for a while.” 


In addition, Larkin referenced Marty 
Brennaman and Joe Nuxhall for their role 
in his broadcasting career after being a big 
fan of theirs while growing up in Cincinnati 
and listening to games. He also pegs George 
Grande, who spent 17 years as the TV play- 
by-play voice of the Reds, as a mentor and as 
a major reason why he had the opportunity 
to call national broadcasts for ESPN and 
MLB Network. 


Now in his return to Cincinnati, Larkin 
has the chance to work alongside a fellow 
newcomer in Sadak and potentially some 
familiar faces in Welsh and Jeff Brantley, 
both of whom were teammates of Larkin’s on 
the field as well. 


“I had a chance to spend some time with 
(John) Sadak and I’m excited about his 
professionalism and his consistency,” Larkin 
said. “I’ve worked with Cowboy, heck | 
played with Cowboy and Chris Welsh, and 
| look forward to working with both because 
| love talking baseball with baseball guys and 
they’re both very knowledgeable. 


“Pitchers nonetheless, but still knowledgeable 
about the game,” he joked. “I think the 
pitcher-hitter conversation is one that is so 
dynamic, so | hope there are opportunities 
for that.” 


As enthusiastic as the response was from 
Reds fans about the news, Sadak might have 
been the most excited.

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As far as Larkin’s specific goals for what 
he wants to accomplish from the booth, 
the former Reds captain talked about three 
key points. 


The first was teaching fans about the game 
and educating them as much as possible. 


“| like the real-time analysis work and then 
explaining why things are happening or what 
was the attempt to happen. | love teaching 
the game of baseball and | feel like in the 
broadcast booth | can do a little bit of all 
of that. | can talk about what’s happening, 
critique the play and talk about what was 
attempted to be done in a certain situation.” 


The second is to be a voice for the players. 
Larkin knows the players are the stars and 
wants to speak positively on their behalf. 


“I’m looking forward to my relationship with 
the players. And through the broadcast 
booth to be able to advocate on behalf of 
the players and some of the things that are 
important to them. This is a players’ game 
and those are the guys that young people 
growing up want to be like. So | feel like one 
of my responsibilities and opportunities is to 
illustrate and highlight some of the positive 
aspects on behalf of the players to make the 
game more attractive to young people.” 


Lastly, whoever Larkin shares the booth 
with, whether it’s just Sadak captaining the 
telecast or if there are others joining them, 
Larkin is intent on making the discussion of 
the game be as natural as possible. 


“I plan on asking to have guys in the booth 
during the game to have conversations. 
Whether it’s a two-man or three-man booth, 
| hope that the dynamic allows for us to have 
those type of organic conversations about 
the strategy, the cat and mouse, and the ebb 
and flow of the game that translates to what

| could not be more excited about joining the 
Atlantic League. | think back to when the 
Minor League Baseball realignment topic 
started coming up in October 2019 and | 
really had no idea what to think. | didn’t know 
what was on the other side of the fence, what 
the options were, or if it was truly going to 
even happen.

BASEBALL 
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Located on the winding banks of the Ohio 
River in downtown Cincinnati, Great 
American Ball Park serves as the home of the 
Cincinnati Reds, baseball's first professional 
franchise. The ballpark officially opened on 
March 31, 2003, making 2021 its 19th big- 


league season. 


While its location provides for breathtaking 
views of the riverfront, northern Kentucky 
landscape and downtown Cincinnati, Great 
American Ball Park also pays tribute to the 
Reds’ rich history. Crosley Terrace statues 
depict Reds legends Ted Kluszewski, Ernie 
Lombardi, Joe Nuxhall and Frank Robinson, 
while a bronze likeness of Johnny Bench 
stands outside the Reds Hall of Fame and 
Museum. A Joe Morgan statue was unveiled 
out front in 2013 to honor the Hall of Fame 
second baseman and was accompanied by a 
statue of his Big Red Machine teammate and 
fellow Hall of Famer Tony Perez in 2015. And 
in 2017, Pete Rose joined his teammates with 
a statue of his own, rounding out the “Big 
Four” statues from the Big Red Machine 
series. Famous-dates banners along Johnny 
Bench Way also remind fans of many historic 
moments in club history. Inside the park, 
the Italian-marble mosaics, the “toothbrush” 
light towers, Power Stacks, Bootleggers 
fagade, and the Sun/Moon Deck are just a 
handful of features that give this modern 
marvel a truly historic influence. 


In addition to these nostalgic touches, 
Great American Ball Park boasts a number 
of modern amenities to enhance the fan 
experience.

It was through 
their words that baseball transcended sport to 
become an essential element of the fabric of 
America.

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UNION GROUNDS (1869-70) 


Union Grounds served as the first home 
of baseball’s original professional team. 
The park was located near the area now 
occupied by the Museum Center in the 
Union Terminal train station. Anchored by a 
grandstand called “Grand Duchess,” the park 
could seat up to 4,000 fans. 


AVENUE GROUNDS (1876-79) 


The Reds headed two miles north from Union 
Grounds to erect Avenue Grounds, which 
featured a grandstand that could seat up to 
3,000 fans. The ballpark was approximately 
four miles from the heart of the city’s 


population, so horse-drawn streetcars 
and trains were a popular way to travel to 
the park. 

BANK STREET GROUNDS 

(1880-83) 


The Reds moved closer to the city with the 
opening of Bank Street Grounds prior to the 
1880 season. The ballpark was located on the 
north side of Bank Street, south of Western 
Avenue and just west of McLean Avenue, 
and could seat up to 4,000 fans. Innovative 
scoreboard features included players’ names 
and out-of-town scores. 


LEAGUE PARK (1884-1901) 
Originally called American Park (in 


reference to Cincinnati’s membership in 
the American Association), the park was 
renamed League Park (in reference to the 
National League) in 1890. The park featured 
a covered grandstand with leather-cushioned 
seats and open seats along the first- and 
third-base sides. 
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PALACE OF THE FANS (1902-11) 


Following a major fire, the Reds rebuilt the main grandstand of League Park in 1902. Today, 
baseball historians refer to the updated facility as Palace of the Fans. The park featured an 
illustrious grandstand with pillars and columns carved by hand, as well as 19 fashion boxes (much 
like opera boxes) and inexpensive field-level seating. 


REDLAND/CROSLEY FIELD (1912-70) 


Originally named Redland Field and renamed in 1934, 
Crosley Field was the first Reds ballpark to feature a 
double-decked grandstand. The facility, located at the 
corner of Western Avenue and Findlay Street, was the site 
of baseball’s first night game and hosted Cincinnati's first 
World Series Championship team. 


RIVERFRONT STADIUM/CINERGY FIELD 
(1970-2002) 

The Cincinnati Reds shared Riverfront Stadium 
with the NFLs Cincinnati Bengals until 1999. 
The multipurpose stadium, which could seat 
approximately 56,000 fans, was considered state- 
of-the-art upon its opening in June 1970. The 
facility hosted five pennant winners and three 


World Series Championship teams. 


GREAT AMERICAN BALL PARK 
(2003-PRESENT) 


On July 7, 2000, Great American Insurance 
Company, one of the oldest insurance companies 
in the United States, and the Cincinnati Reds, 
America’s first professional baseball team, joined 
forces by announcing a 30-year agreement under 
which the new home of the Reds would be called 
Great American Ball Park. The facility, with room 
for more than 42,000 fans, opened in 2003 and 
' includes a variety a seating ae dining options and 
an array of historical elements ey throughout. Installed in 2009 were Daktronics high- 
definition 16-mm video display systems which included a videoboard in left field, a fascia board 
in the outfield and along the baselines, an out-of-town scoreboard in left and MLB standings in 
right. In 2015, a second HD videoboard was installed in right field. For 2020, the Reds made 
upgrades across the board. A high-definition 13-mm HDR video display system was installed, 
including a new and improved 215-foot-by-40-foot main videoboard in left field. A videoboard 
was also added to the Batter’s Eye. Plus, the scoring system was replaced with Scorepad which 
provides in-game, season and career stats along with statcast data and advanced statistics.

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GOODYEAR BALLPARK 


REDS PLAYER 
DEVELOPMENT COMPLEX 


In 2010, the Reds moved their Spring 
Training and player development operations 
to the west Phoenix, Arizona, suburb 


of Goodyear. 


The club made the move from Sarasota, 
Florida, where it had trained since 1998. 


In addition to the Spring Training and player 
development operations, Goodyear serves 
as the summer home for the Reds’ rookie 
Arizona League affiliate. 


Spring Training games are played at nearby 
Goodyear Ballpark, a facility the Reds share 
with the Cleveland Indians. 


On July 14, 2008, the Reds and the City of 
Goodyear finalized the terms on a binding 
use agreement that paved the way for the 
team to move its Spring Training facilities 


there in 2010. 


The agreement includes a 20-year lease that 
began in 2010 and two five-year team options. 


The Reds broke ground on their new spring 
training complex on November 17, 2008. 


The Reds’ Player Development Complex 
on South Wood Boulevard includes a 
44,000-square foot clubhouse, six full practice 
fields, two half fields and an agility field. 


The main ballpark seats more than 10,300 
fans, including 500 premium box seats, 
8,000 fixed seats and space for 2,000 


spectators on a grassy berm in the outfield. 


Plans are for the stadium to be the centerpiece 
of Ballpark Village, a mixed-use development 
featuring offices, shops, restaurants, housing, 
hotels and a conference center. 


The Indians’ instructional league team moved 
to Goodyear in September 2008, while their 
first Major League Spring Training camp was 
held in the new facility in February 2009. 
Beginning in spring 2010, 15 Major League 
Baseball clubs train in Arizona and 15 train 
in Florida.

ACCESSIBLE ACCESS 

The Reds are committed to providing every Guest with a comfortable and enjoyable experience 
at the ballpark. Great American Ball Park is a fully accessible ballpark for all Guests. 
Accessible parking is available in the East section of the Central Riverfront Garage (formerly 
called the Great American Ball Park Parking Garage) for $20 and in the East Garage for 
$12. While the number of accessible parking spaces is more than adequate, Guests are still 
encouraged to arrive at the time gates open to improve their chances of obtaining an accessible 
parking space. 

Parking passes valid for Central Riverfront Garage can be purchased in advance by contacting 


the Reds at (513) 765-7400, option 3 or online at reds.com/parking. 


The accessible pickup/drop-off zone is located on the east side of Joe Nuxhall Way, from 
Freedom Way to Mehring Way, on the west side of Great American Ball Park. Cars, vans 
and small buses displaying a valid accessible placard or valid accessible license plate will be 
permitted to enter the pickup/drop-off zone beginning one half (1/2) hour before gates open 
to approximately one (1) hour after the conclusion of the game. Large school buses and large 
charter/tour buses are prohibited from entering this zone. Guests traveling to the ballpark in a 
large school bus or large charter/tour bus should contact the Group Sales department at (513) 
765-7600 for information on bus pickup and drop-off locations. 


Great American Ball Park has accessible seating available in the seating areas. Accessible seating 
areas are equipped with electrical outlets for recharging purposes at no cost to the Guest. 


ACCESSIBILITY-CAPTIONING 


The Cincinnati Reds provide two dedicated captioning boards to provide a readily accessible 
experience for patrons of Great American Ball Park who are deaf, hard of hearing or late 
deafened. The dimensions of the dedicated Left-field captioning board are 3.1 feet x 22 feet with 
a font size of one foot per each of its two lines of text. In order to provide captioning to patrons 
seated in the outfield sections of the ballpark, the Reds have also added a dedicated captioning 
board along the first-base line of the ballpark. The dimensions of the first-base captioning board 
are 3.1 feet x 17 feet with a font size that is also one foot per each of its two lines of text. In 
addition to in-bowl captioning, the Reds will caption the game broadcasts in all club areas of the 
ballpark through closed captioning on televisions dispersed throughout the club areas.

Bags that are prohibited

avariety of pockets that can be carried or positioned 
on a person’s back. 

Guests bringing in permitted bags will be required to 

enter through a designated “bag line”, depending on 

the size of the entry, and all bags will be thoroughly 
inspected which could include the use of x-ray 


technology. 


BALLPARK SEATS 


Standing or stepping on ballpark seats may lead to 
serious bodily injury. The Cincinnati Reds request, 
for your safety and other ballpark Guests, that you 
do not step, stand or use seats in a manner other than 
intended at Great American Ball Park. 


BANNERS AND SIGNS 


The Reds welcome banners and signs. To ensure that 
these articles do not distract from the enjoyment of 
other fans, the Reds have the following guidelines: 
Banners/signs cannot be displayed in the eyesight of 
the batter and/or hanging over the outfield fences. 
They should not infringe on the sight lines of other 
Great American Ball Park Guests. Additionally, 
banners/signs cannot be placed anywhere inside of 
the playing field, be commercial, political, derogatory 
or obscene as determined by the Reds. Banners/ 
signs are not permitted in the Lexus Diamond Club 
seating section directly behind home plate. Signs 
must not utilize wood or metal material or other 
types of objects for support that could cause injury. 
Signage in approved areas may only be affixed with 


string or plastic ties. It is recommended that banners 
and signs be foldable or collapsible in order to comply 
with the 16” x 16” x 8” Major League Baseball size 
requirement. The Reds reserve the right to remove 
any banner/sign that is in violation of the policy and 
eject the Guest in control of the banner/sign. 


BATTING PRACTICE 


Batting practice begins two hours (2) before each 
home game. Times are approximate and subject 
to change without prior notification and at the 
discretion of either team. Be careful of batted and 
thrown balls while watching batting practice. 


BODYSUITS 


Full bodysuits are not permitted inside of Great 
American Ball Park. It must be removed prior to 
entry and it may not be put back on once inside the 


ballpark. 


BOTTLES AND CANS 


No glass bottles, cans, or alcoholic beverages may be 
brought into Great American Ball Park. Guests are 
welcome to bring in soft drinks and water provided 
they are in clear plastic bottles and the safety seal 
has not been broken. Insulated foam or metal cups/ 
containers from restaurants, convenience stores, gas 
stations, etc. are not permitted in Great American 
Ball Park. Yeti cups and similar products are also not 
permitted in Great American Ball Park. 


BROOMS 


In the event of a series sweep, brooms may only be 
brought in at the discretion of Reds Management. 


CAMERAS & VIDEO EQUIPMENT 


Guests are welcome to bring cameras and video 
recorders into the ballpark for personal use provided 
game action is not recorded, as required by Major 
League Baseball. Cameras and video recorders 
are welcomed provided their dimensions do not 
exceed the 16” x 16” x 8” Major League Baseball size 
requirement. Guests are requested to avoid standing 
in the aisles while using this equipment. Guests 
should not obstruct the views of others while taking 
pictures and refrain from using tripods, mono-pods 
and other camera support pods. The Reds reserve 
the right to remove any Guests who do not cooperate 
with this policy. Guests are not permitted to use 
drones within the footprint of Great American Ball 
Park for any purpose under MLB Policies and federal 
law, including for photographic or video recording 
purposes. 


CARRY-IN ITEMS 


To ensure the safety of all Guests, players and 
employees, carry-in items will be inspected prior 
to entrance into the ballpark or at any time while 
inside the ballpark. Bags and purses, etc. larger than 
16” x 16” x 8” will not be permitted in the ballpark 
in accordance with the Major League Baseball size 
requirement. New for 2021, backpacks will not be 
permitted into Great American Ball Park. For other 
information as to what is and is not allowed to be 
brought into Great American Ball Park, please peruse 
the A-Z Guide and see the list under “Prohibited 
Items.”

CODE OF CONDUCT 

A safe and enjoyable environment at Great American 

Ballpark (GABP) is necessary to entice guests to t 

he ballpark. 

In order to provide for a positive atmosphere, the 

Reds have implemented and communicated a fan 

Code of Conduct that reads: 

Great American Ball Park environment will be free 

from: 

+ Foul, abusive, or derogatory language. 

+ Obscene gestures or clothing. 

+ Unruly and/or disruptive behavior. 

+ Displays of affection that are inappropriate in a 
family setting. 

+ Destruction or the misuse of property, including 
standing on seats. 

+ Disruption of the game, restricted ability to move 
freely in public spaces, and/or occupying a seat that 
one is not ticketed to be in. 

+ Possession of firearms, deadly weapons, dangerous 
ordinance or other items that can cause injury. 

+ Anyone interfering with play or trespassing onto 
the playing field. 

+ Smoking, which includes use of tobacco and 
vapor products. 

Guest actions that continue after being asked to 

stop, are serious in nature, and/or criminal as defined 

by law, will be immediately reported to Security and/ 
or the Police. 

In situations where a guest(s) do no cease activity 

that is in violation of the policy after being warned or 

whose actions are more serious in nature are subject 
to ejection. 

If a criminal offense has been committed the involved 

party(ies) will be handled over to the Police. Criminal 
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prosecution decisions will be made by the Cincinnati 
Police or Hamilton County Sheriffs Department with 
consultation with management where appropriate. 


CONCEALED WEAPONS LAW 


It is illegal under Ohio Law to possess a firearm, deadly 
weapon, or dangerous ordinance on the property 
of Great American Ball Park. Unless otherwise 
authorized by law, “no person shall knowingly possess, 
have under the person’s control, convey, or attempt 
to convey a deadly weapon or dangerous ordinance” 
into the ballpark. 


This prohibition includes those that possess valid 
CCW licenses from Ohio or any other government 
authority and retired law enforcement officers. Those 
that violate this policy will be denied entry, removed 
from the ballpark and/or criminally prosecuted.

HARD-SIDED 
coolers of any size are PROHIBITED from entering 
the ballpark. All carry-in items will be inspected 
at all entry points and could be inspected anytime 
while inside of GABP. Refusal to cooperate with an 
inspection request will result in the Guest and their 
carry-in item being refused entry or asked to leave 
the ballpark. Items left unattended anywhere on the 
property will be immediately inspected by security 
and subject to disposal. 


DESIGNATED DRIVER 


The safety of our Guests is paramount, this 
includes while traveling home. Therefore, the Reds 
support designated drivers and proudly provide 
the “Budweiser Good Sport Designated Driver 
Program.” Guests can sign up at any TriHealth Fan 
Accommodation Station where they can receive up to 
two $1 O’Douls throughout the game. Those that sign 
up are registered for the Budweiser Good Sport Polo 
Drawing after every Thursday and Friday home game.

For the convenience of our Guests requiring specia 
assistance, 7 public elevators and 2 escalators are 
located throughout Great American Ball Park. 

« 1 escalator inside Great American Ball Park located 
near Gapper’s Alley. This escalator transports 
Guests from the Terrace Level to the View Level. 
However, this escalator does not access the Suite or 
Club Level. 

+ 1 escalator located inside of the First Star Fan Zone 
adjacent to the Reds Hall of Fame. This escalator 
transports Guests from the Terrace Level to the 
Club Level. Upon reaching the Club Level, Guests 
can use an adjacent escalator to reach the View Level. 

+ Elevators can be found behind Sections 101, 110, 
121, 127 and 135. For social distancing purposes, 
elevator capacity will be limited to 4 guests. 


FACE MASK 


A mask or face shield is defined as a covering 
made of fiber or cloth and fitting over the nose 
and mouth that is specifically designed to prevent 
airborne transmission of infections by blocking the 
transmission of pathogens (primarily bacteria and 
viruses) shed in respiratory droplets and aerosols 
from the wearer’s mouth and nose. 

It is the policy of the Reds and Great American Ball 
Park that face masks are required to be worn all 
times, unless activity eating or drinking.

FIELD FACTS 


The grass at Great American Ball Park is comprised 
of three cultivars of Kentucky Bluegrass. The turf 
is growing in a 12-inch root zone composed of 100 
percent sand. The drainage and irrigation systems lie 
below the root zone. The field is capable of handling 
up to 3 inches of rain an hour with little or no water 
pooling on the surface. 


FIREWORKS NIGHTS 

Due to the close proximity of the post-game 

fireworks shows, the Reds are required to take 

several precautionary measures that could affect 
your ballpark visit. 

+ Guests sitting in the outfield seating sections 
140-146 may want to move to gain a better view of 
the fireworks show. 

+ A portion of Mehring Way stretching from Old 
Broadway to the Mehring Way Garage Entrance 
will be closed to pedestrian and vehicular traffic at 
the end of the game and will not re-open until the 
conclusion of the fireworks show. 

+ Guests exiting the Ballpark Garage onto Pete Rose 
Way will be directed to go Eastbound only. Guests 
will not be permitted to go South on Old Broadway. 

+ Guests exiting the Ballpark Garage onto Mehring 
Way will be directed to go Westbound only. Guests 
will not be permitted to go East on Mehring Way 
from this location. 

+ Post-game fireworks shows are scheduled on the 
following dates for the 2021 Season: 4/30, 5/21, 
6/11, 6/25, 7/2, 7/16, 7/23, 8/6, 8/20, 9/3 & 9/17.

FOUL BALLS 


Anything touched by a ball boy/girl shall be placed 
directly into a Club supplied bucket or bag, preferably 
in the stands, which will be collected and disinfected 
by designated Clubhouse personnel after the game. 
They will not be able to distribute these retrieved 
baseballs to anyone in the stands. 

Guests are welcome to keep any foul ball hit into the 
stands. At no time should a foul ball be thrown back 
on the field or interfere with a ball in play. Anyone 
interfering with play or trespassing onto the playing 
field will be ejected and subject to prosecution. 
The game of baseball has certain risks and dangers 
incidental to the game, whether occurring prior 
to, during or subsequent to the actual playing of 
the game, including without limitation, injury from 
thrown bats, thrown or batted balls and spectator 
conduct. Guests are asked to keep alert on what is 
occurring around them and assume the risks and 
dangers incidental to the game as a condition of being 


at the ballpark.

All fans 
and staff will be asked to remove large metal objects 
from their pockets and walk through a metal detector. 
Wallets, keys, and phones should be able to stay in 
their pockets. Security staff will provide assistance 
for the screening process if the need arises. If you 
have a medical condition that would prohibit you from 
metal detection, please notify a gate supervisor and 
other screening accommodations will be made. All 
carry-in items will be inspected for prohibited items 
at all entry points and are subject to search anytime 
while inside of GABP. Refusal to cooperate with an 
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at all entry points and are subject to search anytime 
while inside of GABP. Refusal to cooperate with an 
inspection request will result in the Guest and their 
carry-in item being refused entry or asked to leave 
the ballpark. Bags or other items left unattended 
anywhere on the property will be immediately 
inspected by security and subject to disposal.

Single game accessible parking is available to 
accessible guests in the eastern section of Central 
Riverfront Garage for $20 or in the East Garage for 
$12. These spaces are pay-upon-entry and are sold on 
a first come, first served basis, based on availability.

On-Site Parking: Day of game parking is offered in 
the eastern side of Central Riverfront Garage for 
$20, the western side of Central Riverfront Garage 
for $17, East Garage for $12, Broadway Ave Lot for 
$20 or the Western Lots B or D for $12. These areas 
are pay-upon-entry and are sold on a first come, first 
served basis, based on availability. 

The Great American Ball Park parking lots open 3 
hours before game time.

Accessible Parking/Drop-Off: The accessible pickup/ 
drop-off zone is located on Joe Nuxhall Way, from 
Second Street to Mehring Way, along the west side 
of Great American Ball Park. Cars, vans and small 
buses displaying a valid accessible placard or valid 
accessible license plate will be permitted to enter the 
pickup/drop-off zone beginning one half (1/2) hour 
before gates open to approximately one (1) hour after 
the conclusion of the game. Large school buses and 
large charter/tour buses are prohibited from entering 
this zone. Guests traveling to the ballpark in a large 
school bus or large charter/tour bus should contact 
the Group Sales department at (513) 765-7600 for 
information on bus pickup and 

drop-off locations. 

Bus Drop-Off The drop-off area at Great American 
Ball Park for groups using buses or other oversized 
vehicles is at the NE corner of Mehring Way and 
Joe Nuxhall Way. Buses should face west on 
Mehring Way.

PUBLIC ADDRESS PAGING 


It is impractical for the Reds to permit paging, due 
to the large number of requests that are received for 
every game. Therefore, unless it is life-threatening 
emergency that can be confirmed through a 
trusted source, such as law enforcement or hospital, 
and approved by the Vice President of Ballpark 
Operations or Sr. Director of Ballpark Operations 
in his/her absence, paging will not occur for 
any purpose. 

It is suggested that Guests that do not have a 
communications device (i.e. cellular telephone) 
and feel that they will receive a request to leave 
the ballpark (i.e. for a medical situation) provide 
their seating location to a family member, business 
associate, or a TriHealth Fan Accommodation 
Station. Then if a message is needed to be relayed, 
the caller can provide the name of the Guest and 
their seating location so that a ballpark representative 
can deliver a message to the Guest. 


RADIOS 


Portable radios are permitted in Great American Ball 
Park provided their dimensions do not exceed the 16” 
x 16” x 8” Major League Baseball size requirement 
and are operable. If a radio is tested and does not 
work, then it cannot be brought into the ballpark. 
Guests with radios are permitted to listen to the 
radio provided the volume does not disturb Guests in 
the immediate area. Headphones are encouraged for 
portable radio usage inside Great American Ball Park. 
HAM, CB and Two-Way Radios are not permitted to 
be brought into Great American Ball Park. 


RAIN DELAYS 


Weather can affect the start and/or continuation 
of the game. The Reds have the authority to delay 
the start of a game, until managers meet with the 
home plate umpire and exchange lineup cards where 
the authority transfers to the Umpire Crew Chief. 
The Umpire Crew Chief shall have the sole and 
unquestioned authority to determine whether and 
when play shall be halted during a game, whether 
and when play shall be resumed, and whether and 
when a game shall be postponed because of bad 
weather or unfit playing conditions. If a game has 
been postponed, Guests will be instructed through 


the media as to how they will need to use or exchange 
their tickets for the postponed game.

RE-ENTRY POLICY 


Limited re-entry is permitted at Great American 
Ball Park. Guests can use the re-entry system by 
reporting to the designated gates at the Gapper’s 
Alley, to have their ticket scanned. Guests are subject 
to metal detection screening upon re-entry and 
there will be no carry-in items permitted through the 
re-entry gate. If a Guest uses any other gate, other 
than the designated gate for re-entry to exit they will 
not be able to partake in the re-entry service. 


RESTROOMS (PUBLIC) 


Public Restrooms are conveniently located 
throughout Great American Ball Park. All restrooms 
at Great American Ball Park have diaper-changing 
stations available and are accessible to Guests with 
disabilities. Social distancing measures have been 
instituted, including closing off every other sink 
and for the men, every other urinal.

Kluszewski, #20 Frank Robinson and #24 Tony Perez. 
All Major League Baseball teams have retired #42 
to honor Jackie Robinson’s contributions to the 
game of baseball. Also, on the fagade are the retired 
microphones of Waite Hoyt, Joe Nuxhall and Marty 
Brennaman. Retired in 2007, these microphones 
symbolize three of the great radio broadcasters that 
have called Reds games throughout the years.

SERVICE ANIMALS 

In accordance with Federal ADA Guidelines, service 
dogs and miniature horses assisting guests with 
disabilities are permitted inside Great American 
Ball Park. Other service animals and comfort 
animals are not permitted in Great American Ball 


Park. 


SEVERE WEATHER 


The central focus of ballpark management is to 
provide a safe environment. Cincinnati is in an 
area of the county where severe weather can arise 
quickly and become a safety concern for Guests 
throughout the season. Therefore, weather is 
continuously monitored through local and regional 
sources. Additionally, Great American Ball Park 
is a recognized Storm Ready Facility through the 
National Weather Service. 


This designation means the Reds have trained 
and prepared sheltering-in-place and evacuation 
plans which have been approved by the National 
Weather Service, Hamilton County, and Ohio 
Emergency Management Officials. In the event 
of severe weather, ballpark staff, the public address 
announcer, and the scoreboard will advise Guests as 
to what they can do to get out of harm’s way. If that 
occurs, all Guests are asked to quickly adhere, in an 
orderly manner, to the instructions provided. 


SMOKING POLICY 


Great American Ball Park has been designated 
as a completely non-smoking facility under Ohio 
Law. Therefore, it is the obligation of ballpark staff 
to ensure that smoking, which includes the use of 
tobacco and vapor devices, does not occur inside 
Great American Ball Park. Violators may be subject 
to ejection and potential fines. There is a designated 
smoking area, outside of GATE B - Gapper’s Alley 
behind Section 119, that is available for those that 
wish to smoke. Guests inside of the ballpark can use 
the re-entry gate at the Gapper’s Alley gates to gain 
access to the smoking area. Guests are subject to 
metal detection screening upon re-entry and there 
will be no carry-in items permitted through the 
re-entry gate. If a guest uses any other gate to exit, 
other than the designated gate for re-entry, they 
will not be able to partake in the re-entry service. 
The smoking area may permanently or temporarily 
be closed and/or individuals refused at the sole 
discretion of ballpark management. 


STROLLERS 


Great American Ball Park welcomes Guests that 
bring and utilize their own strollers. However, the 
use of strollers should not in any way inhibit general 
Guest movement, block any aisle, or be placed 
under your seats. If not in use, they must be stored. 
Please meet a Fan Accommodations representative 
for assistance with our stroller corrals. Strollers are 
not available to rent. Strollers may be subject to 
search prior to entry by Reds security staff.

NEW IN 2021: The TriHealth Family Zone occupies 
the old Redlegs Landing and concourse space behind 
the adjacent sections in the right field corner of the 
View Level. The Family Zone features the ballpark’s 
second nursing station, playground, batting cages, 
spectacular river views and more. 

Sensory Room As part of the TriHealth Family Zone, 
fans will have access to a sensory room, a therapeutic 
space with a variety of equipment that provides 
individuals with special needs a safe location with 
personalized sensory input. 


UMBRELLA POLICY 


Umbrellas are permitted in the ballpark. For the 
safety and consideration of your fellow Guests, 
please do not open your umbrella in crowded areas. 
Please do not obstruct the view of your fellow Guests. 
Those obstructing the view of a fellow Guest will be 
asked to lower their umbrella. 


WATER FOUNTAINS 

Due to the COVID-19 Pandemic, for the safety of 
all Guests, the water fountains will not be available 
for use.
